




Cates predicts research will cure AIDS by 1990

“I am optimistic that we will 
have an effective anti-viral 
cure for AIDS by 1990,” said 
the Director of the Division of 
Sexually Transmitted Diseas¬ 
es for the Atlanta Center for 
Disease Control Dr. Willard 
Cates Jr.,in a speech before the 
Tennessee Public Health 
Association in Nashville. 

A workshop on acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome 
was one of 11 workshops 
offered by the TPHA during 
its annual meeting in 
Nashville on Nov. 13-15. 

The AIDS workshop 
featured a panel discussion 
from the national and state 
perspective. 


Representatives from the 
CDC, Tennessee Department 
of Health and Environment, a 
regional blood center and the 
gay community participated 
in the panel. 

Much of the panel discussion 
involved dispelling exaggerat¬ 
ed AIDS fears. 

Researchers have identified 
the virus responsible for the 
disease and developed a test for 
the presence of antibodies to 
the virus in the blood. 

The test is not a test for 
AIDS but only indicates 
possible exposure to the virus. 

Only a small portion of those 
infected with the AIDS virus 
will have the most severe form 
of the disease. 

The majority will probably 
never know they are infected- 


but they can possibly transmit 
the virus to others through 
sexual contact, or through 
contaminated hypodermic 
needles. 

An infected mother can 
transmit the virus to her 
unborn child. 

No cases have been found 
through casual contact. 

The primary purpose of the 
antibody test is to protect the 
nation’s blood supply. 

The screening of donor blood 
has been so effective that the 
risk of getting the AIDS virus 
through a transfusion is about 
one in 15 million. 

The Assistant Director for 
Communicable Disease 
Control in Tennessee Dr. Gary 
L. Swinger said, “A nine-

family study with people in the 
family exposed from two to 
four years to a positive AIDS 
family member showed no 
transmission of AIDS through 
sweat, saliva, tears, urine or 
feces.” 

Cates said, as of Nov. 13, 
1985, there have been 
approximately 14, 600 
reported cases of AIDS in the 
United States since 1981, and 
about 50 percent of those have 
died. 

According to a report just in 
from Detroit, “of 422 people 
tested, one in six had positive 
antibody tests. All were male 
and all were gay.” 

The U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services 
says sexually active homosex¬ 
ual and bisexual men with 
multiple partners make up 
about 73 percent of the nation’s 
AIDS cases. Present or past 


abusers of intravenous drugs 
make up 17 percent; heterosex¬ 
ual contacts of someone with 
AIDS or at risk for AIDS. 1 
percent: persons who have had 
transfusions with blood or 
blood products, (before the 
antibody test was developed) 2 
percent; persons with 
hemophilia or other coagula¬ 
tion disorders, 1 percent; 
unknown, 6 percent. 

Tennessee has less than 1 
percent of the U.S. AIDS 
cases. 

Approximately 50 cases 
have been reported in 
Tennessee since 1982 and 
about half of those have died. 

As ’ of October 1985, the 
highest number of cases (35 
percent) have been in New 
York. California issecond with 
23 percent; Florida, 7 percent; 
New Jersey, 6 percent and 
Texas, 5 percent. The 


remaining states reported 2 
percent or less. The only states 
reporting no cases were 
Montana. North Dakota and 
South Dakota. 

The Tennessee Department 
of Health and Environment 
offers free and confidential 
blood screening tests to 
individuals at risk of AIDS. 
The four testing sites in 
Tennessee are Knoxville, 
Chattanooga, Nashville and 
Memphis. 

Memphis has an active Aid 
to End AIDS Committee 
(ATEAC) which offers 
information and referral 
services, education and 
literature and direct services 
for people with AIDS.

Eight UTM students were 
arrested Tuesday morning 
after an eight-month under¬ 
cover operation by the Martin 
Police Department concentra¬ 
ting on Martin's cocaine 
problem. 


Although the operation 
focused on cocaine dealers, 
Police Chief Jackie Moore said 
that officers “didn't turn down 
an opportunity to buy 
marijuana." and arrests were 
made as a result. 

He said the cases were 
presented to the grand jury on 
Monday and 27 indictments 


involving 15 individuals were 
handed down, but the arrests 
were postponed until Tuesday. 

Moore said the police wanted 
to make the arrest in the 
morning to surprise the “dope 
dealers." 

“We want to scare the hell of 
them,” he explained.

The UTM students arrested 
were Lee Blurton, a sophomore 
from Humboldt; Charles Hill, 
a freshman from Martin; 
Calvin Collins, a freshman 
from Memphis; Barney Crews, 
a junior from Jackson: John 
Ford, a senior from Martin; 
Larry Fuller, a sophomore 
from Martin; Todd Nabb, a 
junior from Martin and a 
former UTM Safety and 
Security officer and Teddy 
Reeves, a senior from Paris. 

Moore explained that Nabb 
had been released from his 
Safety and Security duties two 
weeks ago because of an 
unrelated incident. 

Charles Pearson, Mike 
Royster, Scott Sudberry, and 
Roy Tucker, all of Martin, 
were also arrested Tuesday 
morning. Police were still 
looking for the three 
remaining accused. 

The grand jury set the bonds 
for the accused as follows 
Blurton, $7,500; Hill, $15,000 
Collins, $1,000; Crews, $2,500 
Ford. $2,500: Fuller, $6,500 
Nabb, $5,000; Reeves, $4,000 
Pearson, $4,000; Royster 
$5,000; Sudberry, $4,000 
Tucker, $1,000. 

Moore said Sgt. Danny 
Harris and Cpl. Randal 
Walker did much of the work 
in this case. 

He explained that most of 
the undercover buys were 


small- most from two to seven 
grams-so police could use 
limited funds most efficiently 
and involve more dealers in the 
bust. 

The police chief said that 
these small buys cost up to 
$700 and that at least $12,000 
was spent during the course of 
the operation. 

He added that 23 grams of 
cocaine were bought from one 
person and pounds were 
discussed but the department 
could not afford such 
purchases. 

Some of these buys were 
made on campus, including 
inside residence halls. Moore 

said. 


UTM officials were made 
aware of the operation within 
the last month and that Safety 
and. Security officers helped 
with the arrests, he said. 

The drug problem centers 
around the University because 
“students have a lot of money" 
and they are at an “impress¬ 
ionable age.” the police chief 
said. 

He added that he and the 
police department would do 
everything they could to keep 
Martin drug-free. 

“We try not to have any time 
when we aren’t working on 
it(the drug problem),” Moore 
explained.

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New procedure is - 
successful 

Well pre-registration is over and the new procedure is a 
limited success. The appointment cards and the change in 
location took some of the bite out of the usual quarterly 
disaster. 

Giving each student a specific appointment time definitely 
made the process run smoother. There were less students in 
the registration line at one time, which meant that there was 
less confusion. And it was this lack of confusion that made the 
whole experience less tedious. Even the computer terminal 
operators seemed less cranky. 

Students, especially seniors and juniors, seemed pleased 
with registration's move from the Administration building to 
the University Center. Lower-classmen were pleased overall, 
although some thought that the wait was too long. This wait 
was probably caused by closed classes that always bog down 
the line during the last few days of registration. The new 
system probably saved these students more time than they 
realized. At least there was plenty of room at the U.C. to 
stretch out a class schedule and resolve a conflict. 

But there were some problems with the new system. Some 
students never received their appointment cards. Perhaps the 
cards should be mailed earlier? This would give students who 
did not receive their appointment cards a chance to have it 
sent again. 

Another gripe some students had with the new system was 
with students who were late for their appointment times and 
were put at the head of the line in frontof others. Mostof these 
incidents were caused by students who attended their classes 
during their appointment times and then went to registration 
late. These students, however, were just following directions. 
Students should be given a registration time that fits nqt only 
their hours passed but their class schedules as well. 

Registration may not be perfect but at least the 
administration is trying. The new system took a little of the 
pain out of the whole process. We’re lucky here at UTM. We - 
have a fairly easy registration process in comparison with 
those of other universities. 
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UTM needs a modern stadium 


This letter is in response to the 
opinion’s editor “OPINION” about 
the new football stadium in last 
week’s paper.

Prison crisis is Governor’s fault

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Horticulturist improves campus 


Paul Kelly, dean of Admissions, 
claims that he can count on one 
hand the number of high school 
students he has taken on a tour of 
the campus who have not enrolled 
at UTM. 

Why? Because entering 
students traditionally cite the 
beauty of the UTM campus as one 
of the contributing factors in their 
decision to enroll at the 
University. 


“All this" refers to over 76 
flower beds scattered across 
campus, the many hundreds of 
trees in the central quadrangle 
and surrounding areas, all the 
plants and flowers used to 
decorate the University Center 
and other buildings throughout 
campus, in addition to the various 
greenhouses needed to support 
this gigantic endeavor-all these 
entities fall under Robbins’ 
responsibility. 


It is a * 
well-thought out and carefully 
planned venture and one that 
must be consistently maintained." 
explained Robbins. 


But it was not always like that. 
When Guy Robbins left his 
position as the director of the 
Memphis Botanical Gardens, he 
came to Martin with plants in 
hand only to find that UTM was 
about to tear down the only 
existing greenhouse on campus. 


Others have noticed the 
University's efforts. In addition to 
students who refer to the beauty of 
UTM's layout, the many garden 
clubs and civic organizations who 
annually tour the University, and 
alumni who are surprised after 
each return trip over the evolution 
“The good fairy just doesn’t of the campus especially 
make all this happen; a beautiful appreciate the attractiveness of 

the University grounds. UTM is 
recognized as a botanical garden 
by the American Association of 
Botanical Gardens and Arboreta. 
This means that the plant, shrub 
and tree collection of the 
University is not only varied and 
extensive, it is used for 
educational as well as ornamental 
purposes. 


“The greenhouse then was in 
such poor condition it needed to be 
torn down, but we managed to 
keep it going until the new facility 
was completed. Although I came 
to the University to be in charge of 
grounds maintenance. I came 
with the thoughts of a botanical 
garden in my blood. I feel that the 
two actually go hand in hand, 
complementing one another. So 
while I was busy overseeing the 
maintenance of the grounds, 1 also 
supervised the building of flower 
beds and other grounds 
development projects,” said 
Robbins. 

Robbins noted that no 
committee or board of directors 
oversaw the project and that he 
provided the impetus himself- 
plus the long hours of work 
necessary to make it a reality. His 
new position as horticulturist 
affords him the opportunity to do 
what he does best; the planning of 
layouts for flower beds all across 
campus and the promotion of the 
University to area civic 
organizations, garden clubs and 
schools. 


And the man primarily 
responsible is Guy Robbins, who 
has been the campus horticultur¬ 
ist for 15 years.

part of the play’s meaning, it 
strikes me as just a justification 
for not having answers to the 
questions he himself posed.

A gamble payed off, and a 
revelation occurred, at UTM’s 
Vanguard Theatre this past 
weekend. Because, whether they 
realized it or not. staging John 
Pielmeier’s play Agnes of God 
this quarter was a pretty risky 
venture. Norman Jewison’s film 
version of the play, starring Jane 
Fonda, Anne Bancroft and Meg 
Tilly, had opened to excellent 
reviews, and had shown in Union 
City a mere week before this 
production opened. This meant 
that the three actresses in this 
production would be compared, 
for better or worse, with the three 
from the^ilm. 

It was a gamble, and it payed 
off. because'the Vanguard cast- 
Marion Windham, Amanda 
McCluskey and Kayla Carroll- 
successfully avoided comparison 
by bringing their own unique 
styles to the production. And the 
revelation that occurred-- 
ironically appropriate in a play 
about miraeles--is that two 
actresses previously either 
typecast or relegated to 
supporting roles were given a 
chance to show their considerable 
range and talent. 

Vanguard audiences have 
become accustomed to subtle, 
energetic performances by 
Amanda McCluskey. and she adds 
another strong starring role to a 
list of credits that includes a 
magnificent job as Antigone. As 
Sister Miriam Ruth, mother 
superior of a convent where a 
novice has.allegedly given birth to, 
and then strangled, a baby, 
McCluskey is playing far beyond 
her years but puts on a convincing 
world-weary front beneath the 
character’s cheerful ebullience. 
Hepcommanding presence is also 
used well, for in some pretty long 
stretches she becomes an onlooker; 
it’s to her credit that we never 
forget she’s there. 

McCluskey’s co-stars, Kayla 
Carroll and Marion Windham, 
have both appeared in past 
productions, but never in roles 
that demanded this much 
intensity. Carroll, as Sister Agnes, 
is nothing short of marvelous, 
managing to be suitably 
enigmatic without slipping into 
idiocy. Faking this kind of 
innocence can’t be easy, but 
Carroll never neeme to be faking. 
Far from delivering a consciously 
measured performance, she seems 
completely overtaken by it. Since 
this is the pivotal role, on which 
the play’s believability hinges, a 
disastrous performance could 
have sunk the play. Carroll stays 
as far from disaster as is possible, 
and the gut-wrenching finale is as 
emotional and honest a piece of 
theatre acting as you’ll ever see. 

But the play's greatest surprise 
is Marion Windham. At last 
escaping from a series of roles as 
dowagers and ladies-next-door, 
Windham for the first time is 
called upon to use her charisma to 
carry a play, and she is more than 


Agnes of God may have begun 
as purely a commercial 
consideration (how else can you 
explain its production so soon 
after the film?), but it evolved into 
a triumph for the three actresses 
involved. If this leads to larger and 
better roles for Windham and 
Carroll, and increases the ranks of 
McCluskey’s admirers, then it’s 
only justice. Because, as anyone 
who saw the play could tell you, 
they earned it.

The Pacers will try to regroup 
this week against improving 
West Georgia Braves’ football 
team in the final game of the 1985 
season. The Braves already own a 
victory over GSC co-leader, North 
Alabama, to the wire on Saturday 
only to lose 19-14. 

Livingston rolled up 472 yards 
in total offense against the Pacers.

The Pacers’ Darryl Williams 
recovered a Tiger fumble at the 
LU 46. giving the Pacers excellent 
position. However, the Pacers 
gave the ball back over on the next 
play as a Trey Sikes’ pass attempt 
was picked off. 

Livingston took the football 
following the interception into the 
end zone in five plays from its own 
47. Quarterback Pete Riley threw 


the ball to Lorenzon Graham for 
the six-pointer. The Tigers, 
without any points for the 
remainder of the half, and was 
responsible for setting up Kasnic's 
two field goals. 

Fred Tharpe intercepted a 
Riley pass at the LU 36. Cedric 
Hosea gave the Pacersafirstdown 
with a 14-yard run. The Pacers 
moved as far as the 14. but had to 
settle for Kasnic's 10th field goal 
of the season. 

The Pacers got another scoring 
opportunity in the final minute of 
play with Williams coming up 
with his second fumble recovery of 
the afternoon.

unable to punch the ball in from 
the Tiger 13and Kasnic drilled his 
second field goal fo the day from 
32 yards out with one second 
remaining in the half. 

A Sikes to Antonio Perry 37- 
yard pass play got the Pacers on 
the Tigers’side of the field early in 
the second half, but the drive 
stalled and Kasnic's 55-yard field 
goal attempt fell short. 

LU got a 62-yard scoring run 
from Tony Truelove on the first 
play following the missed field 
goal.

Legislation requiring the mandatory use of seat belts in Tennessee 
failed in the General Assembly last year. But those in favor of the 
proposed seat belt law have not giver/up. Supporters of the measure 
scheduled a seminar for managers of about 100 Nashville businesses. 
The businesses will be asked to start “buckle-up" campaigns for their 
employees. In the meantime, supporters of the seatbelt bill are 
awaiting a ruling from the state attorney general on whether the 
Legislature can consider such a law. 


A preliminary hearing scheduled for Monday in Cleveland. 
Tennessee in the Judith Penley murder case was postponed. 
Assistant District Attorney Mike Caputo asked for a delay because a 
third suspect under indictment has not yet surrendered. Wayne 
Tillman Walker of Bradley County was to face a hearing in sessions 
court Monday on charges he conspired and then tried to kill Penley in 
a shotgun ambush on Sept. 23. The TVA nuclear plant worker was 
murdered in a rifle attack on Sept. 26 at a truck Stop. Walker is 
charged with first-degree murder.

The Supreme Court handed down its first opinion of the 1985-86 
term Monday. The justices were unanimous in rejecting the appeal of 
an Arkansas prison inmate. The man argued that he got incorrect 
information about parole from his lawyer, and on the basis of that 
parole information pleaded guilty to first-degree murder and theft. 
The high court rejected his claim that the lawyer's error denied him 
his^ight of competent counsel. 


The Deputy Commissioner of the Immigration and Naturalization 
service has recommended demotion and suspension without pay for 
two border patrol agents who returned a Soviet sailor to his ship near 
New Orleans last month. Thomas Ferguson says the two agents failed 
to follow INS procedure in handling an apparent defection attempt 
by the sailor. Ferguson also is recommending a reprimand for a 
border patrol supervisor in New Orleans who went on an authorized 
medical leave without naming someone to act in his place.

Gorbachev arrived Monday in Geneva and the world waits to see if 
the leaders' words translate into action. The two-day summit 
formally opened Tuesday, the first between the super-powers in six 
years. It will also be the first time President Reagan and Gorbachev 
will be able to size up each other. There will be eight hours of face-to- 
face talks on issues as diverse as human rights and arms control. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev promised Monday to seek 
"positive results" in the effort to curb the nuclear arms race on earth 
and in space. Upon arrival in Geneva for the summit, Gorbachev said 
the summit will aim to relieve mankind of the threat of nuclear war 
and to ensure peace and fruitful cooperation between people. 
President Reagan, asked about Gorbachev’s statement, said “If he 
feels as strongly as I do, then we’ll end the arms race.” 


President Reagan has a task besides the summit talks in Geneva. 
Reagan is feeding tropical fish for ayoung boy whose family owns the 
Geneva mansion where the Reagans are staying during their summit 
visit. The boy is the son of Dr. and Mrs. Daniel Pometta. He left a note 
for the President asking him to feed his pet fish while the Reagans are 
using his family’s 18th-century mansion. 


Terry Waite, the special envoy of the Archbishop of Canterbury, is 
back in London after a five-day mission to Beirut. He is trying to win 
release of the Americans held captive in Lebanon. U.S. officials 
confirm they will meet Waite somewhere in London, not at the 
Embassy, to learn what he has found out. Both sides are trying to 
keep a low profile for the meeting. 


Five Palestinians have been found guilty in Genoa. Italy of 
smuggling in the arms and explosives that were used during the 
hijacking of the cruise liner Achille Lauro. A criminal court in Genoa 
sentenced the Palestinians to terms ranging from four to nine years 
in prison. The defendants will face a second trial for the murder of 
American tourist Leon Klinghoffer. 


A centuries-old painting long attributed to Rembrandt apparently 
was not done by the Dutch master. German art experts say the 
painting “The Man with the Golden Helmet" was from the same mid- 
nth century period as Rembrandt, but the real artist is unknown. 
The famous work is a tourist draw at the West Berlin Art Gallery.
